ebrated ruins of the Casa Grande uro 
also in its iKiundarieti 
Remains of pre­ 
historic irrigation ditches show that the 
land was once under high cultivation. 
The case promises to attract general 
attention on account of the am ount in­ 
volved and the romance of its history . 
From the records which are found In 
the City of Guadalajara, M ex ico, it is 
shown that the land was granted in 1742 
by Emperor Ferdinand of Spain to Don 
M iguel Peralta, a Spanish K night of the 
Golden Fleece and ba? on of Colorado. 
I The knight was highly esteem ed at 
court for his bravery and his distin­ 
guished services in protecting Spanish 
settlem ents from attacks of Indians and 
native tribes of M ex ico. 
H is sole de­ 
scendant is the w ife of J . A. Peralta 
Reavis, a resident of M issouri, in whose 
name the contest is to bo made. 
By the term s of the treaty of Guada- 
tlnpe Ilindalgo and the term s of the 
I Gadsden purchase all the old M ex ican 
|titles are guaranteed by the U nited 
» States governm ent, and if the contestee 
¡is successful she w ill be paid $ 1.25 per 
acre for all the land occupied by settlers.
